Calder Outlines in Montreal 
Steps Dominion Govern¬ 
ment is Undertaking 


Montreal. FVb. 7.—A rapid but com¬ 
prehensive survey of the situation cre¬ 
sted by demobilisation and what the 
Government la going In' tbs way of, 
putting tbe returned soldiers back Into 
Civil life was madtf by Hon. J. A. Cal¬ 
der at a dinner here last night under 
tbs auspices of ths Westmount Can¬ 
adian Club. It was a straight refuta¬ 
tion of the Impression recurrent In 
some quarters that the Government in 
some measure has failed in the task. 

The Minister of Inniff ignition and 
Colonisation mftde some Important 
statements as to new developments, 
especially In the direction of land set-, 
tiement schemes, to the effect that It is 
the Intention of the Government to 
purchase land for this purpose, since 
there Is a shortage of crown and other 
lands In tbs districts where the settle¬ 
ments are needed. 

Mr Calder also strongly emphasised 
the fact that the problem of satisfac¬ 
tory repartition can only be solved by 
tbe ready co-operation of the people in 
this great task, and he utiered a sol¬ 
emn warning that if the whole country 
did not bend Its energies to that end. 
disaster would follow within the course 
I of a few months. 

Publis Works. 

Describing what steps had been 
taken by the Government. Mr. Calder 
sold: 

"Has the Government done anything, 
or does It propose to do anything in 
the direction of providing employment? 
First. In so far ft* public works are 
concerned, we propose a programme 
that to a large extent will meet the 
situation as far as that class of work 
Is concerned. There are limi¬ 
tation! to that, but we shall gn aa 
far as we think reasonably possible. 

"In connection with shipbuilding, our 
yards are all full at the present time, 
and we hope to see this continue. 

"As far as our railroads are concern¬ 
ed. during the past four years much 
work has besn left undone that ought 
to have been done, and from the point 
of view- of maintenance I suppose our 
railways were never in worse condi¬ 
tion than they are to-day. and a vast 
amount of work can be done In this 
connection 

“As you-knew we have a housing 
programme which I think will be ac¬ 
cepted by the Provincial Governments 
and from IIB.090.000 to 920,000.000 
worth of houses will be constructed in 
the comparatively near future. 

"The*, again, in connection with the 
land settlement scheme there will be 
construction and the making of imple¬ 
ments. and with the adoption of our 
new plan we hope to have that in full 
swing In the course of the next few 
months."

Cass of Arabs. 

Prince Feisaf. son of the King of 
The Hadjas, and commander of the 
Arab forces In Damascus, presented 
the case of the Arabs to the Buprawi* 
Council yesterday afternoon. 

Premier Orlando, of Italy, yesterday 
received a delegation from the Aland 
Islands, In the Gulf of Bothnia, who 
presented a claim for annexation for 
Finland on historic, linguistic, geo¬ 
graphic and commercial grounds. Tbe 
Premier assured the delegation of 
Italy's support of their claim. 

Germany Must Pay. 

Paris, Feb. 7.—Germany is making 
the utmost effort to have the Allies be¬ 
lie vs aha Is nearing bankruptcy, de¬ 
clared Raoul Peret, chairman of the 
Budget Committee of the Chamber of 
Deputies and former Minister of 
Justice. In discussing yesterday tbe 
financial problems facing the Peace 
Conference. The first step of the Con¬ 
ference along financial lines, he added, 
should be to take measures to prevent 
Germany for declaring herself an in¬ 
solvent debtor or a bankrupt state. 

"Then." M. Peret continued, "we 
should immediately Ax the amount of. 
our account against Germany, Which 1 
she must be made to 'pay to the full 
limit of her financial ability without 
consideration for her feelings. It will 
be time enough than to decide about 
the method of payment. Hhe may pay 
either In capital Immediately or in In¬ 
stallments. 

For Allies to Decide. 

“Whether the installments we shall 
demand from Germany be 90.000,990.000. 
30.000.000.000 or 90.000.000.000 francs 
yearly, depends entirely on our de¬ 
cision, after an Investigation, as to 
what Germany will be able to pay. 
These payments would be guaranteed 
by customs tariffs, we reserving Cor 
ourselves the right to raise such tariffs 
should Germany fail to meet her obli¬ 
gations. 

“I believe in the creation of a finan¬ 
cial Society of Nations and that all 
expenses Incurred by ea cjf nation ahould 
be' put In a common account and an 
international tax levied upon all until 
such debts are paid. Neutrals should 
be included In this financial Hociety of 
Nations, especially those who profited 
by ths war. As a matter of fact we 
were fighting for the neutrals os well 
as for ourselves."

morning. His Ix>rdship holding that 
the evidence at*the trial was insuffi¬ 
cient to Justify a conviction.
